RETIRED-from what??? 


The most valuable asset that a club has is its members. YOU are very important for 
many reasons, one of which is your particular expertise via your occupation. If you 
are retired we would like to know from what. Our membership form has a purpose other 
than to record that you are a member. We will be calling those members who did not 
indicate a past occupation so as to update our records. Your privacy will be honored 
if you so desire! If a member brings a guest to a meeting and that guest decides to 
join, please instruct your guest to fill the form out completely. It's important!!! 


REPEATER OPERATING 

Amateur repeaters are widespread in use and operating through them is different from 
casual operating on lower frequency bands. While specific standards will vary depending 
on the particular repeater you are using, a few general principles can usefully be set 
down here: 

1) Don't call CQ on a repeater. Just say "This is WINJM monitoring."' Anyone listen- 
ing who then wishes to call will do so. 

2) Long calls are totally unnecessary, and clutter the repeater. Your own call is 
all that's needed. But when signing out, be sure to give the call of the station you are 
talking with and your call. 

3) Don't “key up" a repeater without identifying. This is common practice, but it's 
as selfish and thoughtless as it is illegal. 

4) Don't break into an ongoing contact unless you have reason to do so. And in that 
case, drop your call between the transmissions of the other stations. 

5) During a repeater QSO keep your transmissions short. (Some repeaters are timed 
and will shut down when the time has expired--you'll be talking to yourself). 

6) Leave a two or three second pause between transmissions, in case someone wants 
to break in. Could be an emergency! 

The list of detailed "do's" and "do nots" is almost endless, but most of them boil 
down to two basic essentials--common sense and common courtesy. Most repeaters are open 
to all amateurs; all one has to do is transmit on the input frequency. (Some repeaters 
have limited access, but they are in the minority.) If we behave ourselves, the tendency 
to limit repeater use to specific groups or clubs will stay low. Remember, it cost some- 
one a lot of time and effort to activate a repeater; use it, but don't abuse it. When 
you use it, you are a guest of the repeater operator. Act like one.

“VIDEO_CASSETTE RECORDER TAPING CAUSING LEGAL UPROAR 


One of the hottest electronic issues right now is the "Sony Betamax Decision". Last 
fall, the Ninth Circuit Court of Appeals ruled that private video taping does indeed 


infringe on movie copyrights. (Sony is in the process of appealing this decision to the 
U.S. Supreme Court.) Since that time there has been all sorts of legal maneuvering by 
VTR (video tape recorder) manufacturers, retailers, movie makers and legislators! Such 
action as stiff licensing arrangements, Sl. royalty fees on blank tape, $100 fees on 
recorders and complete bans on VIR retailing have all been suggested. One House Bill 
allows copyright owners to bar or regulate rentals or loans of prerecorded video programs 
if the person renting or lending it received commercial benefit although video recording 
for private use would be allowed. The Mathias bill also provides for a royalty fee on 
blank tape to be be paid by the tape maker or importer. Former FCC Chairman Charles 
Ferris has come out as opposing:controls on private VTR use. He correctly claims that 
the most frequent use of VTRs is for "time shifting" (recording programs for later 
viewing) and not for building permanent film libraries. © = Be 5 it ee 
Dave Parker, W/LJN, won the Clark County ARC bunny hunt on Sunday, May 30.

This is the same company that furnishes 
insurance to individual ARRL members to protect their gear. No Board meeting, no 
elub vote! It was and is so important that our Prez said 'buy it'. Incorporation 
used to mean that individuals were not responsible but it has degraded to such an 
extent that it is virtually meaningless for a club to incorporate. In the event 
of a lawsuit, the club officers would lose house and home and if that were not 
enough to satisfy the suit, the members would be involved. A sigh of relief!!! 
The cost to us is $140.00 per year for $500,000 coverage. This is a very low fee 
considering the size of the club and it's many activities. Just another good 
reason for our ARRL affiliation and also for you who are not members of the ARRL 
to consider joining. Their personal insurance program could repay itself many 
times over. Bob Orr, KB/CC, lost a Kenwood T9120 at last years convention and it 
was replaced.
